Wild Horses Take 


Jornado del Muerto 


After Centuries of Undisturb- 
ed Existence They Are Now 
Being Rounded Up and 
Driven Away to the 
Slaughter House 


El Paso, Texas.—Three centuries | 


ago thirst-tortured Spanish conquista- 
cores in search of the Grand Quivera, 
fabled city of gold, named the desvlate 
100-mile trail north from Fl Paso to 
what is now Hillsboro, N.M., the 
“Jornado del Muerto”—the Journ>y of 
Death. 


This year the barren trai: is prov- 
ing a literal journey of death for \the 
thoreands of wild horses which for 
nany decades have thrived on the 
comparatively fertile ranges of South- 
ern New Mexico. ‘Rancherr dive the 
horses south in great, hopeless herds. 
None‘return. If the animals do not 
die on the trail they perish in a 
slaughter house on the ouskirte of 
EI Paso. 

Sinee that unrecorded night in the 
sixteenth centicy when the first Euro- 
pean mounts escaped from the camp 
cf their Spanish riders in the South- 
west there have been wild horses in 
the mountains of New Mexico. 


-THOUSANDS OF WILD HORSES 


Little disturbed by man and aug- 
'mented in later years by animals 
istraying from ranches and cavairy 
posts, great’ herds formed of beasts of 
every breed. No accurate estimate 
ef their number has been made. In 
1925 the Government Bureau of A:i- 
mal Husbandry, in an effort to stamp 
out a disease, examined and branded 
15,000 wild horses at a single Navajo 
Indian reservation, and estimated that 
many more in the immediate vicinity 
escaped the »lood test of the exam- 
iners. , 

The death sentence of the wild horse 
was written last year when the price 
of beef soared to the highest figure 
since the World War. As long as 
there was little incentive for raising 
maximum herds of steers the rancher 
did not trouble the wild horse that 
‘munched the ;srass on the ranges, The 
higher beef prices changed all of this. 
Every blade of grass that a horse 
snatches from the turf is now a blow 
t the rancher’S bank account. Some 
‘authorities say that a horse requires 
-twice as much grass as a steer. 

THEIR FATE SETTLED

|The Earth's Population Has 
Not Nearly Reached Its 
Limit 
This is yet far distant, asserts Dr. 
Bader, in L’Ere Nouvelle (Paris) re- 
lying on the calculations of two Ger- 
man geographers, who estimate that 
although Europe is 80 per cent. full, . 
the earth as a whole could support a 
population of at least five times tis 
‘present size. We read: 
| “Some time ago Prof. Albert Penck, 
a Berlin geographer of wide repute, 
demonstrated in the course of a series 
of scientific lectures, using authorita- 
tive statistics, that the fear of the ap- 
proaching, overpopulation of our pla- 
net, often expressed, is entirely with- 
cut foundation. In fact, the earth to- 
‘day has but a fraction of the popula- 
ition that it is able to shelter and feed. 

“At the present time the earth is 

inhabited by 1,800 millions of human 
beings. Penck concludes that, taken 
altogether, the continents offer the 
means of subsistence to 8 billions of 
ptrsons at least. The present popula- 
tion of the globe would, therefore, only 
be about one-fifth of the maximum. 
_ “Another German geographer, also 
an eminent authority on this subject, 
Prof. Alois Fischer, declares that ac- 
cording to his own calculations the 
earth’s population could never exceed 
6,200 millions. Thus, even accepting 
these more modest figures, we see that 
the earth is still very far from over- 
populatign. 

“We must admit, however, that for 
some of the continents, considered 
separately, conditions are quite dif- 
ferent. So far as Europe is concern- 
ed Penck ahd Fischer agree in declar- 
ing that in the relatively near future - 
the population there will reach the 
critical limit. According to Fischer, 
Europe can feed 560 millions of peo- 
ple at best. Now it already has 460 
millions—about 80 per cent. of its 
capacity even now! Conditions are in- 
finitely more favorable for the other 
continents. Asia could support 1,500 
millions, according to Fischer; 1,700 
Penck says. Its actual population is 
1,030 millions, or about 70 per cent. of 
its capacity. 

“In America, condétions differ in 
North and South America. South Am- 
erica could support an increased popu- 
lation of 1,200 millions beyond ‘the 
present total. In North America the 
situation is less favorable. The pres- 
ent population, which is 145 millions, 
would stand an inctease of 800 mil- 
lions, on Fischer's estimate, or 1,110 
millions, on Penck’s. 

“Africa and Australia offer the 
greatest possibilities in the way of 
ine population. Penck calculates 
that Africa is able to support 2,300 
millions of souls, while it now has only 
140 millions. Fischer, put. the maxi- 
mum at 1,560 millions. 

“Australia has now only 9 millions 
of inhabitants and could support 460

Veteran Prospector Discovers 
Natural Wonder and Skele- 
tons of Two Traders 


Toronto, Ont. -Tucked In the wilds 
of Algoma a cavern has heen discov- 
ered that may rival Kentucky’s Mam- 
moth Cave, T. B. Fraser, veteran 
prospector, made this discovery and 
at the same time unearthed tragedy 
of the early trading days. 

Within 20 yards ef the entrance to 
the great cavern he found the skele- 
tonsa of two fur traders, lost, it is be- 
lieved, fully a century ago. Along the 
walls were thelr. muskets and other 
trading effects. 

Exploration Planned 

Fraser is now preparing to lead an 
expedition back to the scene of his 
discoveries, which, it is hoped, may 
throw light on Algoma’s pioneer his- 
tory. It is just 300 years since 
Stienne Brule, the first white man to 
traverse Ontario and northern Michi- 
gan,.saw the great St. Mary’s rapids, 
but in the two centuries following 
practically nothing is known of the 
district’s inhabitants. 

Fraser claims great things for his 
cavern and the hidden lake on which 
it is located. He traced the vaulted 
passages of his cavern back fully a 
mile before huge bats, added to the 
discovery of the skeleton, removed the 
urge for further explofation. Gleam- 
ing crystals of brilliant colors flashed 
back the light of his torch, he says, 
and made a gorgeous spectacle. 

Death of Traders a Mystery 

How the fur traders perished by the 
lake remains a .mystery. Fraser 
thinks starvation ended their wander- 
ings. There was evidence, he said, 
that they had lived for.some time*in 
the cavern. Shelves had been cut in 
the stone by their abode and time had 
failed to remove ajl the remnants of 
their habitation within’ the rock. 

The region In its animal life more 
or leas resembles a 200, according to 
the prospector’s description. He saw 
huge turtles, he claims, caught giant 
speckled trout and found lizards at 
least three feet long.

Confusing —Signals 
Keep Moving 


Where is Stopping Point? 


Not once, but two and one-half times 
do modern short radio waves cl 
the globe, according to a study made 
by Dr. A. Hoyt Taylor, superintendent 
of the Bellevue Naval Research Lab- 
oratory. n informative interview 
with Dr. Taylor is reported in the 
radio section of the New York Sun by 
S. R. Winters. The strength of high 
frequency signals, says Dr. Winters, 
is sugkested by their ability to encom — 
pass the earth thus, with a ‘kick’ suf™ 
ficient to be a disturbing factor in 1 | 
ception.

“Dr. A. Hoyt Taylor, Superintends 
of Radio at the Bellevue Laboratory 
compires the effect of ‘echo’ ‘ 
to the results of two operators sending™ 
the same message, one being slightly” 
lagged in keying. Echo signals are 
pronounced in the./ 20,000-kilocycle _ 
band, but this disturbing factor has 
been observed on various frequenc! 
between 8,700 and 28,000 kilocycles, 
Dr. Taylor considers the possible dis- 
astrous effect of echo signals of such 
significance as to invite nation-wide 
study. He diagnoses the condition, 
and tells of the results in the follow: 
ing interview:

nals, which have been photographical © 
ly recorded after having passed af 
proximately two and one-half t 
ground the world, are of sufficient in* 
tensity to cause very serious interfer

“‘'Bcho signals once aroun’ the 
world have been @bserved on various 
frequencies, but are usually restricted 
on the lower frequencies to a very ~ 
limited time of day and time of year, 
In the band between 12,000 and 22,000 
| they may be observed over @ large” 
number of hours of the day and over & 
wider interval in the year. The pre — 
dominant period for observation of — 
echo signals fs in the spring or fall, — 
and the best periods of the day are'in  — 
the morning or late afternoon hours. ~ 
They require that the great circle 
route over which they travel shalt be 
more or less in a daylight or twilight 
zone. Signals which go more than 
once around the world are still very 
frequently of at least one-third to one 
half the intensity of the direct signal, 
but are commonly obesrved over less 
ed time periods, and are restricted — 
more to the bands around 20,000 kilo-

The property of Messrs. Mears and 
Stainbank, it was originally establish- 
ed in 1570 at Haesex Street, White- 
chapel, whence it was removed to its 
present site In the Whitechapel Road 
during 1738, 

A bell cast at the foundry in 1594 
for the English village of Staplehurat 
was sent back to the firm for repairs 
300 years jater. “Big Ben,” the huge 
bell that tolls the hours fu the. clock 
tower aurmounting the British houses 
of Perllament, came from this foundry, 
as did also York Minster’s “Great 
Peter” and Lincoln Cathedral's “Great 
‘rom.”

From a distance the 
island appecrs covered with deep 
snow, which, as one nears it, dissolves 
into myriada of gannets. When dis- 

turbed, they fill the air like heavy 
| white flakes, while their loud, harsh 
erles echo and -re-echo among the 
| rocks. 

Crowned with spruces and -balsama, 
the cliffs are inhabited not only by 
the gannets but also by puffins, mur- 
ries, black cguillemots, petrels, herring- 
guile and kittlewaker, ‘while many 
small birds nest inland among the 
trees.
